It is 
expected that the new boards will be 
functioning by November 1. 
Replacement of lost ration books 
and issuing of extra rations for spec- 
ial purposes, change of address, tem- 
porary cards for tourists, ration cards 
for soldiers on leave, are among the 
functions planned for the local 
boards.

The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read by Mrs. Geo. Quirin and bus- 
iness arising therefrom was transacted 
after which Principal Crowther explai- 
ned that the programme committee 
had chosen for the evening's enterain- 
ment, a Panel Discussion of the Enter- 
prize System, with Mr. MacLeod open- 
ing the discussion.

Messers S.H. Crowther, and J. Crellin. 

In opening his discussion Mr. Mac 
Leod gave the following definition of 
an Enterprize. ‘The Enterprize is a 
series of purposeful activties arising 
out of the pupil’s needs and interests, 
and revolving about one central theme’ 
That definition is as concise and com-

The CBC Farm Broadcast depart- 
ment has announced that U. S. See- 
retary of Agriculture Claude Wickard 
will speak to Canadian farmers on 
National Farm Radio Forum, Monday, 
October 26, at 9.380 p.m, CDT. (8.30 p. 
m, MDT). This programme will be 
heard over Station CBK Watrous 
(540 Kes.) and other stations of the 
Western network. Marking the first 
time’ _—ithat American agriculture 
through one of its officials, has dir- 
ected specific attention to Canadian 
farm problems, this broaceast is  ex-

discussion of common problems, 


plete as words can make it, and is a 
very iluminating definition. The spe- 
aker said activity, both mental and 
physical are combined in an enter- 
prize, and if the enterprize solves a 
problem it has served a purposeful use 
to society. Mr. MacLeod said teachers 
are sometimes prone to go too far a- 
field for enterprize subjects, whereas 
all kinds of interesting problems may 
be found near at home which would 
prove of greater value to the pupils. 

It should be the aim of the teacher 
to single out the enterprize that suits 
the pupils, revolving around one cen- 
tral theme of the pupil’s needs and in- 
terests. The speaker approved of the 
modern set-up as giving a better train- 
ing for Democracy as the children are 
consulted and encouraged to think 
things through. Options are allowed 
and a pupil is encouraged to develop 
the talents he has and so the system 
tends towards a more all round devel- 
opment, 

Mr. Hoad was the next speaker and 

stated in looking back over the prev- 
ious years the system seemed deamei 
trically opposed to the individual train 
ing of the child. The school room is 
a cross section of the community, and 
in the carrying out of an enterprize a 
certain amount of freedom must be al- 
lowed. He _ stated there are now in- 
finitely more reference books provide 
for the use of the pupil which trains 
them in looking up their own informa- 
tion. School Libraries are a pet hobby 
of Mr. MacLeod who stated that in the 
Wheatland S. D. $25 per. room per. 
year is granted for the purchase of 
new books. 
Mr. Crellin as next speaker, who has 
had practical experience in teaching 
the enterprize plan spoke of one En- 
terprize he conducted on the North 
American Indian; he arranged that the 
pupils work in groups to prepare their 
report in doing which they consulted 
five or six libraries. Mr. Crellin stat- 
ed the enterprize included various pro- 
jects of life, as health, cooperation etc. 
and while the enterprize system does 
not prove perfect in every particular 
on the whole he felt more was accom- 
plished in organization and fitting the 
pupil to work with others. 

Referring to reading, Mr. Ccowther 
stated that many senior pupils read as 
many books in one week as they for- 
merly read in a year. 

Mr. Crowther brought up the ques- 
tion of discipline in relation to enter- 
prize and stated there is more know- 
ledge of child psychology in teaching 
today and while there is ample room 
for much more. this is a forward step. 
Mr. Hoad said that parents of a strong 
willed child often set out to ‘break the 
spirit” of the child and in so doing of- 
ten produced a little rebel. Pupils are 
remaining in school for a longer per- 
iod now whereas in Perrin Baker's 
term as Minister of education, Grade 8 
was considered a fair education for 
the average boy or girl, now they are 
encouraged to continue to Grade XII. 

Several questions were asked by the 
audience, who though not a large one, 
was a most interested one. Mr. Hunt 
expressed the thanks of the meeting 
to the men who carried on the discus- 
sion and the meeting closed with the 
Nationa] Anthem,

AND PEACE 
—O.—___ 
General Sir Archibald Wavell has 
been reported recently as saying— 


“Think what a world we could make if 
we put into our peace endeavors the 
same self-sacrifice, the same energy 
and the same cooperation we use in 
the wastefulness of war.” 

You ask— “What would these be? 
We know the needs of war— guns, 
tanks, ships, planes, ete.— more and 
ever more of them— but peace? What 
sacrifices does peace require of us?” 

Peace makes its own demands and 
these demands are even more diffi- 
cult to meet than those of war, but in- 
finitely more worth-while. 

Put it this way— The course of civ- 
flization is eventually determined by 
the spiritual qualities of its people.

this would not have been necessary. 
Retusal to discipline ourselves has 
brought compulsory discipline for the 
sake of the war effort. Without it the 
war would have been lost! 

Dictators arose all over Europe be- 
Cause of this same lack of disregard 
for the welfare of the nation by the in- 
dividual within the nation. Strong- 
handed and brutal methods became 
necessary to stem the process of dis- 
integration of nationai life. For this 
reason war is sometimes looked upon 
as necessary to weld people into a un- 
ity of purpose from time to time. 
Without such unity no war could be 
fought, nor won. 

The Writer thinks that the spiritual 
roots of war as wel las those of dict- 
atorship are found in the unprepared- 
ness of multitudes to sacrifice their 
Own prerogatives “for the sake of 
others”, by which we mean the nat- 
ional whole. But he also believes that 
new spiritual attitudes producing full 
consciousness of the humanity of oth- 
er peoples and races could be deve)- 
oped and that these would produce a 
much better and more _ worth-while 
civilization, or culture. No war cculd 
be fought or won if we adopted the 
same “laissez faire’ policy towards 
it which we adopt towards peace pro- 
blems, 

Peace, if properly pursued, will de- 
mand as large a measure of “self-sac- 
rifice, energy and cooperation’— (to 
use Sir Archibald Wavell’s words) as 
war, but on an infinitely nobler plane 
and for a vastly finer and more Chris- 
tain purpose. 

It was no less a soldier than Field 
Marshal Earl Haig who is on record 
as saying to the late Archbishop of 


; Canterbury— “It is your job to make 


mine impossible.” 

It is the spirit of sacrifice for the 
sake of others and the good of the 
whole — this love for peace which we 
must seek to instil into our own and 
our children’s lives, Earl Haig was 
correct in saying that this is the 
Church’s job. The Church must be 
the moulder of the spiritual attitudes 
of life, because these same spiritual

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CONVERSION SURPLUS 
WHEAT INTO ALCOHOL, 
RUBBER IS ADVOCATED 


ERECTION OF DISTILLERIES IN WEST 
PROPOSED BY LINE ELEVATORS 


“Necessity of finding new sources 
from which to derive essential pro- 
ducts for successful prosecution of the 
war has created opportunities for 
expansion of the industrial utilization 
of Canada’s surplus wheat. The Allied 
nations are faced with the necessity 
of immediately creating synthetic 
rubber and various forms of alcohol 
from products which readily lend 
themselves to this conversion,” ac- 
cording to a statement issued today 
by the North-West Line Elevators 
Association. 

“Wheat can be used in large quan- 
tities for manufacture of higher 
forms of alcohol for conversion into 
synthetic rubber. Wheat also is par- 
ticularly suited for conversion into 
explosives, chemicals and high test 
motor fuels required by fast-moving 
fighting planes and bombers,” the 
statement continues. 

“More than two and one half years 
rior to the outbreak of war Line 
Elevator Companies advocated, before 

the Turgeon Royal Grain Inquiry 


Commission that the Government | 


give practical assistance in determin- 
ing the possibilities of finding addi- 
tional uses for farm products. 
Following this the Line Elevator 
Companies’ representative visited the 
principal research iabors atories in the 
United States to make a report on 
the possibilities of wheat and other 
farm products being utilized in indus: 


trial products, This report, which was | 


laid before the Dominion Government, 


indicated a field for extensive use of | 


wheat in manufacture of motor fuel. 
The Government was then urged to 
erect experimental motor fuel plants 
and to establish laboratories designed 
especially to conduct research into: 
finding new and expanded uses for 
wheat and other farm products. 

“Canada’s carryover of old crop 
wheet at July 3ilst, 1942, was 424,- | 
048,429 bushels. The 1942 crop is 
estimated at 587,000,000 bushels, an 
all-time record, The Government has 
indicated that it will take delivery of 
only 280,000,000 bushels of the 1942 
rairie crop. 

“With the Japanese at her front 
gates Australia, in July of this year, 
put into operation the first of four 
distilleries for conversion of wheat 
into power alcohol, When Australia’s 
present power alcohol project is com- 


pleted she will have four distilleries | 


producing annually 12,000,000 gallons 
using approximately 5,000,000 bushels 
of wheat each year. If Australia can 
develop industrial uses for wheat in 
such a period of stress and danger as 
she is now passing through it should 
be possible for this continent to like- 
wise find new uses for our huge sur- 
plus stocks of wheat. 


Abortive Agreements 

“Nothing constructive is being ac- 
com pli hed to meet the present prob- 
lem of the wheat farmer. It is true 
that an International Wheat Confer- 
ence, in recent months, held a series 
of meetings. This conference was 
attended by representatives from Can- 
ada, Argentina, Britain, Australia 


and the United States, Certain con- | 


clusions were reached, to come into 
effect after the war. 


“It. is most difficult to share any | 


optimism that an International Con- 
ference such as that held at Washing- 
ton can or will have any appreciable 
effect on the post-war wheat situa- 
tion, For any conference to be effec- 
tive it must be attended by all 
interested Nations, and particularly 
by those Canada and other exporting 
countries expect as wheat post-war 
customers, Such a conference is, of 
course, now impossible and may be 
for some period of time after the 
close of hostilities, Previous World | 


Wheat Conferences did nothing to | 


solve past and present wheat prob- 
lems and there is little reason to 
expect any worthwhile results from 
future conferences. Importing coun- 
tries have shown in the past that 
they will buy wheat from whence it 
can be most cheaply purchased,” says 
the statement. 

“Importing countries frowned on the 
attempts made by wheat exporting 
countries to dictate wheat prices in 
the decade following the Great War. 
These attempts added to their desire 
for self-sufficiency in production of 
foodstuffs. Both man and nation will 
resist price dictation and monopoly 
in the necessities of life. No wheat 
exporting nation or combination of 
wheat exporting nations, could long 
maintain a price cartel on wheat 
which would prove satisfactory to 
both producer and consumer. The 
interests of these two opposing fac- 

ps are too remote to han e that any 
prmatioesl Pouncij, repardle of 
owerful, coe rica # 
wo result in 


her role as the breadbasket of the 
world. Argentina demonstrated dur- 
ing the term of the last World Wheat 
Agreement that export quotas mean 
little or nothing when a country has 
a commodity on its shelves that its 
farm population has produced and 
must sell. 


Expanded Markets Is Solution 

“The position taken by the Line 
Elevator Companies, prior to the 
War, was that solution of the wheat 
; problem lay in expanding existing 
markets; locating new and profitable 
markets and uses for wheat and 
return to free International exchange 
of goods, rather than restricting 
production and placing quotas on 
sales of wheat abroad. That still is 
the policy of the Line Elevator 
Companies. In the return to free 
International excliange of goods, as 
| soon as possible after the War, lies 
the real hope of the wheat farmer. 
Meanwhile every possible avenue of 
expanding uses for wheat must be 
devoloped. 

“Wheat farmers have met the 
demands of the Federal government 
in reducing wheat acreage. The Cana- 
dian Wheat Board, by law, is per- 
mitted to accept delivery of only 
| 280,000,000 bushels of the 1942 crop. 
| What will the farmers do with the 
| balance of the 1942 crop? That 
balance will amount to approximately 
| 247,000,000 bushels. 


| “Canada and her Allies need high 
test motor fuels for their fighting 
airplanes. ‘The higher forms of alco- 
hols are also needed for synthetic 
rubber and alcohol in greater quan- 
tities than are now being produced. 
These necessary supplies can be 
| obtained through conversion of wheat 
|into various forms of alcohol such 
as ethyl alcohol, butyl aleohol and 
butylene glycol and ‘which in turn 
jean be converted into rubber. 


Distilleries Needed in West 

“Unfortunately the Line Elevator 
Companies were not successful, prior 
to the War, and in the early War 
!vears, in having the Government 
j adopt plans for the erection of distil- 
|leries for the conversion of wheat 
into alcohol, At that time it was 
more simple to secure the material 
and labor required for the erection 
of the necessary plants for converting 
wheat into aleohol. The Gevernment 
a few days ago announced that from 
November Ist the output of all 
distilleries will be directed to the 
manufacture of commodities required 
in the production of synthetic rubber 
and chemical and explosive needs of 
the Allies, ‘to adequately meet the 
situation action should be taken to 
| determine the advisability of erecting 
distillery plants at strategie points 
througchou. the West for War pur- 
i poses and in which wheat would be 
ie aa into aleohols required in 


the manufoecture of synthetie rubber 
and into high test motor fuels for 
airplanes, The placing of these plants 
at central points in the Western 
wheat area would to that extent 
release railway equipment and lake 
vessels for other War uses instead 
{of hauling such grain from the 
prairies to Eastern Canada. 

“In addition, the large cane sugar 
refineries located on the east and 
west coasts might be converted for 
use in manufacturing wheat into 
aleohols for War purposes, There is 
difficulty now in importing sugar 
}eane and Canada is approaching the 
stage where she will be dependent 
for sugar on domestic sugar beets. 
This development would leave the 
cane refineries with no useful fune- 
jtion. The beet sugar factories can 
| oper rate only four months of the 
year in extracting sugar from beets. 
The reason for this is that the sugar 
content in beets drops rapidly three 
}or four months after they are har- 
vested, Possibility of using the five 
large beet sugar factories located in 
Manitoba, Alberta and Ontario for 
utilizing surplus wheat in our War 
machine during the remaining eight 
months of the year should be studied, 

“Large scale utilization of wheat for 
industrial and war purposes would 
enable the government to increase 
its purchase of wheat from farmers 
beyond the 280,000,000 bushels which 
it now proposes to accept. 

“While valuable time has been lost 
it is still not too late for the Federal 
Department of Agriculture to lead 
the way in finding a solution for the 
surplus wheat problem, Reducing 
wheat acreage is no solution for the 
areas of Western Canada which are
